SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To School Board and Citizens of Jefferson: 

I call your attention to tables I and II which 
summarize some statistics for the school year1918- 
1919 with comparisons for the past five years, and 
figures regarding attendance and grade distribu- 
tions as reported for month ending Jan. 16, 1920. 
For. the sake of the good reputation of the school 
system of Jefferson and the welfare of the children, 
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we should insist upon regular and punctual attend- 
ance and these matters in which parents may be of 
great assistance. A town or school with a per cent 
of attendance less than 90 is not doing creditable 
work. Too much tardiness is evident from a study 
of these tables and shows a steady increase since 
1916. Unless the tendency can be checked, there 
will be a record figure this year. Up to Jan. 16, 
240 cases of tardiness have been reported. The 
habit of being just a few minutes late is easy to 
form and is decidedly undesirable, as no one will 
deny. 

I have made 115 calls at Jefferson schools to 
Jan. 31. Teachers’ meetings appear to be imprac- 
ticable most of the year owing to distances and no 
convenient transportation facilities. My _  direc- 
tions and suggestions have been made at individual 
conferences and by circular letters. History ma- 
terial for all schools has been arranged according 
to the State Program and reading material needs 
much supplementing. It appears that some new 
courses would be advisable in the high school, but 
owing to the late arrival of the headmaster and 
superintendent, it was decided to continue the old 
courses this year. A thoro system of child account- 
ing and records has been established at the district 
office at Lancaster and these are open to inspection 
and for information of citizens. 

A report of the school encouraged home gar- 
dens indicates possibilities along this line. The 
high school reported three gardens with products 
valued at $217.25. The grades report 22 gardens 
with products valued at $383.45. Efforts are being 
made to interest the pupils in thrift and savings. 
A report in this will be made at the end of the year. 

The new education law now in operation is rec- 
ognized as fundamentally sound, but, in the early 
stages of the operation of any undertaking of such 
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magnitude, unexpected conditions arise and adjust- 
ments have to be arranged. Under the new law, 
a definite and specific budget is called for, and, when 
in operation, financial matters will be on a strictly 
business basis. 

Aside from teachers’ salaries, the chief item 
for attention will be to put school houses into proper 
condition. Jefferson buildings for the most part 
are in good repair and of good appearance hut there 
are many serious defects from a scientific point of 
view. This is not the fault of any one but a gen- 
eral tendency all over the country. There is. little 
that is new in the new state requirements. A book 
published in 1894 states that many of these re- 
quirements, accepted as right today, had been 
known for forty years and condemned towns for not 
having adopted some of the more simple improve- 
ments for the welfare of the children. In none of 
the Jefferson buildings is the light both sufficient 
in quantity and properly arranged. No practical 
provision for adequate ventilation, with possible 
exception of the Riverton school. ‘Toilets are not 
in most acceptable condition. There are certain 
conditions that are right and there are certain 
conditions that are wrong. The new law provides 
that equipment must be right for buildings in which 
children spend so much time. 

The budget and recommendations cover these 
matters according to the new requirements. In 
respect to the Hill school, only enough should be ex- 
pended to put the building into fresh and conven- 
ient condition unless the building can be remodelled. 
Single, adjustable seats and desks should be sup- 
plied for all schools and the investment would not 
be wasted as such furniture would be good Bus any 
new building. 

The situation regarding teachers is serious in 
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New Hampshire as well as throughout the country. 
The salary question in Jefferson compares favorably 
with New Hampshire schedules but these are being 
modified in many places to meet increased expenses 
and requirements for one in the profession. Many 
teachers are leaving the profession because of pos- 
sibilities for increased salaries, which, I believe, are 
more apparent than real. Teachers who stand by 
the profession in this emergency are going to be 
the nucleus for a profession more justly recognized 
when present disturbed conditions are readjusted. 
Jefferson teachers are eminently entitled to any con- 
sideration you can make at this critical time in the 
interest of the boys and girls of the town.
